Diſcourſes of Roger L' Eftrange; and happy 
is he that can neareſt approach to his direions in their 
Pulpit Harangues. There is no queſtion ro be made, but 
that all who underſtand the excellency and perfeQion of 
Church Diſcipline,muſt confeſs the Church of England, 
under its preſent Conſtitution, tobe the moſt Orthodox, 
the moſt pure, without the PhylaQeries of Hypocritical 
Ceremonies, and the cloſeſt to primitive Inſtitution of 
any Religion in the World.-And this is further to beſaid 
for the Proteitant Engliſh Clergy, that you rarely hear 
of any that fall under thoſe publick Scandals and Re- 
proaches,tor which the Romiſh Clergy, from the higheſt - 
ro the loweſt, are Joudly and ſo generally taxed, ſo thag 
they ſin more out of Vanity than Wickednefs. 

But theNarion is ſo overſtocked withCG-apeGowns,that 
'tis impollible bur rhat in ſuch a number there muſt be 
failings among them, ſubje&t ro great Remark and Ob- 
ſervation : An ill Omen of ſick Divinity when it comes 
ro be mantled in the ſhrouds appropriated for the dead. 
Now theſe men in Crape, as they are generally young, 
ſo they are generally very highly conceited.A character 
which they will much more advance; if they refuſe tore- 
ceive the Admoniſhments of others, as they undertake 
to bethe Inſtruters of others themſelves. And therefore 
they will do well kindly to accept of this Mirror here 
preſented them,new foyl'd and furbiſt'd up,to be placed 
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in their Studies, and look'd in every morning, by which 


means they will be able rg find rhexreaſon why ſome of 
their Churches arefo empry,others ſo numeroufly thron- 
ed, and by reforming their own contemplated blemi- 
es, gain an eſteem, both of their perſons and their 
DoErine, more operative upon the good Opinions of 
the Pegple, No Plagiary Looking-glaſs, as that Cox- 


comb Heraclitus has with a debauch'd, and ridiculous. 


mummery intimared to the World. 


'Tis molt certain then, that there is ſomething which 


does leflen the value of many of our Clergy,and render 
tEem lefs ſerviceable roche Church, than might be rea- 
ſonably hoped for : Ang this may be referred ro rwo 
very plain things, the Ignorance of ſome, and the Pover- 
ry of others. 

This proceeds in part from the old faſhioned Methods 
and. Diſcipline. of Schooling, itſelf: by vertue of which 
Lads are kepttill Sixteen on Seventeen Years of Age,in 
a pure ſlavery to.a few Latine and Greek words, tor- 
mented with a tedious ſtory how Phaetoy brake hisNeck, 
or how many Nuts and Apples Tityrus bad for his Sup- 
per ; and inſtead of being inticed and charmed into a 
Love of Learning, are weil laſhed into an abborrency of 
their Studies. 

Add to this the inconſiderate ſending of a!l ſorts of 
Lads to the Univerſities, let their paris be never fo. low 
and mean.,the Inſtructions they have been rutored with- 
al never ſo Pedantick and contemptible, and the Purſes 
of thcir friends never ſo bare and. ſhort to maintainthem 
there, if, they have bur the commendation of ſome [a- 
mentable Soul,, or pitiful conitcuing - Pedant, it paſſes 
for. a, moſt undoubted Approbation of the Striplings 
Learning,and that they ol rune perſons very eminent 
in. the Church,: as.much as to- ſay, it a Lad; rhough

Now as there are ſome who think that Two or Three 
Years continuance at the Univerſity, -to be time ſuffici- 
enr to fira young man for bcing a great Inſtrument in 
the Church, ſo others we have ſo moderate, as to be- 
lieve, that a ſolemn admiſſion,and the, paying Colledge:- 
Duties ( without the trouble. of Philofophical Diſcourtes 
and Diſpnrations, and the like ) are vicrues that will in- 
fluence as faras Cumberland, and improve though it be 
as far as Sr. MichiePs Mount.

of Staging, that nothing is more to be by them conſider'd, 
than how much the Sermon procures them the gaping and 
ſtaring of the People ; or elſe to gain a reſpet and Keve- 
rence from the Auditors, think it convenient to puzzle 
them, and carry them as it were into the Clouds: Judg- 
ing,that ſhould theMiniſters words beſuch as comes to the 
common Ma: ket, plain and praCtical, he might paſs pro- 
bably tor an honeſt and well meaning man,burt by nomeans 
for that thing which he would be rhought to be, a Scholar, 
Whereas if he give a ſpring now- and then in high Rap- 
tures tcwar:'s the uppermoit Heavens, daſhing here and 
there an All amazing word if he ſoars aloft in bombaſtt- 
ce | Hufts, pr-aches Points de :pand myſtical, and delivers. 
the.n as dark and Plantaſticaiz This is the way to be ad- 
mired, and accounted a moſt able and profound ln- 
ſtructer. 

Others rhcre are that ſpice, and beſprinkle their Ha- 
rangues withGreek,andLatinSentences.Indoing of which, 
tough they ſeem by theirready naming their Authors, 
to be very converſant with them, yet it many times 
proves but the gleaning of a quotation happen'd upon by 
chance; and ſometimes itappears that they are better ac- 

uainted with the Character than the ſence, like the Par- 
on that being to. Preach before his Dioceſan, and aſpiring, 
to be more learned then o:gdinary at ſuch a great time, 
thunderd forth in the middle of hisSermon our of Muſeus, 
an amorous ror ofCourt{hip betweenZYero, and Leander, 
quite from the, matter. Aſtragge pixce of oſtentation to 
Jargonize betore Farmers, and Shepherds, or the _— 
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of thePariſh ſpecially ifinveſted with hisl ac'd.coated Loy- 
don Viſitants ; as if plain words, uſeful, and intelligible 
matter were not as good for anEſquire, or one rhat 1s int 
Commiſſion of the Feacezas torhimthat holds the Plough, 
or mends Hedges. Another fort there are tharſtuft their 
Sermons with trightful metaphors; flie to both the/ndies, 
ranſack Heaven and Earth ; down to the bottom of the 
Sea ; romage all the Shops and Ware-houſes, ſpare neither 
Camp nor City, but they will haveth2m. Nay fo injudi- 
'cious and impudent will they be ſometimes, that the Al- 
mighty himſelf is often in danger of being diſhonour'd ; 
but then to make amendsfor their unhaliowed expreſſi- 
ons, they ſcrew in an as it were, or as / may ſo ſay: orellſe 
they come in hobling with their lame Szbmi/fon, or with 
Reverence be it ſpoken, as if it were not better to leave 
out what they foreſee will be interpreted for extravagan- 
cy,than to utter that, for which their own conſciences tell 
themthey muſt be forc'd to lay in an Excuſe before-hand.

One ſimpers upon his Auditory, and 
now methinks, quo he, My Text, like an ingenious Pitture, 
looks upon all bere preſent ;\n which both Nobles and Peo- 
ple may behold their ſin and danger repreſented. This 
was 4 Text taken out of Hoſea; but what if it had been 
taken out of any other place? why till it might have been 
an ingenious PiCture, had the Gentleman ſo pleas'd. For 
it was @ conceit calculated for the meridian of any Text. 
And truly in my opinion ſo were all theſe that - follow. 
Says one, / might: compare my Text to the Mountains of Be- 
ther, where the Lord diſports himſelf as a young Hart, or a 
pleaſant Roe among the Spices. And there was no queſtion 
but he did ſo; for 'tis to be ſuppos'd there was no body fo 
unmannerly as to hinder him. Saies another, My 7ext is 
like the Rod of Moſes, to divide the waves of ſorrow; or like 
the Mantle of Elijah, to reſtrain the ſwelling floods of Grief.
